EMBERS of several prom- 
M inent St. Louis families 
are now touring Mexico 
and word from them is awaited 
with interest by their relatives. 
These relatives, however, do not 
think it probable that the St. 
Louisans were in any of the cities 
shaken by the earthquake Thurs- 

day night. 

Among the St. Louisans now 
there are Dr. and Mrs. John 
O’Fallon Delaney of 2900 Lafay- 
ette avenue, Mrs. Eliza Clymer 
of the. Buckingham Hotel and 
Mrs. George U. Von Schrader, 
whose home is near Bridgeton, 
St. Louis County. 

Mrs. James Campbell has been 
in Mexico, but as she is expect- 
ed to return to her home, 2 West- 
moreland place, Saturday, it is 
thought she started from Mex- 
ico before the earthquake. 











MEXICO CITY, March 28.—Deaths in 
the earthquake Thursday night are now 
expected to reach 6500. Two cities and 
three villages were completely destreyed 
and many villages damaged. 

The cities are Chilpancingo and Chil- 
apa. The villages are Conception, Te- 
tililla and Coatepec. Thes combined 
population of the destroyed municipali- 
ties is 20,000. 

The greater part. of» Cullapa< burned } 
and the panic-stricken people made. no 
effort to extinguish the flames or care 
for the dead, who are thovght to num- 
ber 300. 

At Chilpancingo reports say a few 
were killed. Other dead are reported 
from the villages. Many of the dead 
were incinerated, and the exact loss will 
never be known. 

Houses Razed in Capital. 

In this city 200 houses were destroyed, 
but only one death was reported. 

In Chilpancingo nor a building is left | 
standing. The shocks continued ali Fri- 
day, and the people had little sleep las: 
night. Because of the interruption of 
the telegraph little late information has 
been received from any of the towns 
believed to have becn razed. 

The greater portion of the damage 
reported is in that district lving to the 

sath of the City of Mexico from # 
to 1145 miles. The towns and cities to 
the north do not appear to have suf- 
fered so heavily. Starting from. Mier, 
near the Rio Grande River on the north, 
the earthquake followed the ninety-ninth 
meridian southward 6500 miles, ‘rora 
which point the damage appears to be 
slight. 

Four Other Towns Suffer. 

Reports say the towns of San Jose, 
San Lorenzo de Morena, Querenos and 
Oxatical, in the State of Guerrero, have 
suffered severe damage and some of 
them may be ruined. 

In the town of San Jose an adobe 
church was destroyed while services 
were in progress. Of the fifty who were 
on the inside a dozen or more were 
killed and nearly all of them were in- 
jured. It is probable worshipers in oth- 
er buildings were caught fn iike man- 
ner. 

Telegraph communication has been 
stricken from the district, but messen- 
gers have been sent to the scene on 
horseback. 

The Government has decided to do ev- 
erything possible to relieve the suffer- 
ing. Six severe shocks were felt dur- 
ing Friday, each adding terror to the 
populace. 

One American, Mrs. Emma J. Dorville. 
dropped dead from fright in the panic 
which followed in the theater at Vera 
Cruz. When the quake was felt the 
audience rushed out of the building and 
many were injured. Mrs. Dorville was 
found dead later.

Circulation may be issued up to 90 per cent of the market value of 
such bonds, but not in excess of the par value. 

Emergency notes will be taxed at the rate of 4% of 1 per cent per 
month for the first four months and % of 1 per cent thereafter.

TRAINS DON’T BREAK 





| Railroad Employes Refuse to 


Let Apparatus Pass Be- 
tween the Cars. 





Not only do Wabash and Terminal 
trains, running over unprotected 
grade crossings on Second street, be- 
tween Cass avetue and North Market 
street, daily endanger the lives of pedes- 
trians and teamsters, but they serious- 
ly cripple the efficiency of the city’s 
fire-fighting force. 

The ergine house of No. 26 Company 
at the northeast corner of Second and 
Medison streets is in_a@ pocket. The 
men never know whether they will be 
aoie to respond to an alarm or not. It 
a'l depends on whether a string of 
freight cars Is standing in front of the 
engine. house door. 

Dependent on this fire company’s pro- 
tection are fifty of the biggest manu- 
facturing plants in St. Loutfs. 

Couldn’t Get to Factory. 

Pointing to the Immense pliant of a 
plow manufacturing company, a block 
south, one of the firemen said: 

“Tf that building was afire and there 
happened to be a train on the tracks 
here, we couldn’t do anything but sit 
here and watch it burn.” 

The firemen say that if a train is ap- 
proaching when an alarm comes in, it 
is impossible to stop it, because the 
railroads do not keep a watchman or 
signalman at the Madison street grade 
crossing. Locomotive engineers ignore 
signals made by the firemen. The rail- 
roads have the right of way, and the 
men of No. % must wait, though half 
the city be burning. 

Trains Won't Break. 

Members of the company say grade 
crossings in all parts of St. Louis are 
the bane of their existence. Fire ap- 
paratus, responding to alarms, has fre- 
quently been held up at the Poplar 
street, Vandeventer avenue, Sarah street 
and Tower Grove grade crossings be- 


‘cause the city streets were blocked by 


trains. Freight crews, apparently act- 
ing under erders, will not break their 
trains to let the firemen through. 

Along the entire:length of the Second 
street tracks, which cross 18 b sy 
streets, there is no protection for pedes- 
trians or teamsters. The railroads own 
no private right of way there. Second 
street has not been vacated, and is used 
for other traffic as well as that of the 
Wabash and Terminal. 

The streets which cross it afford the 
only means of going to and from the 
river. 

Ferry Terminus Near. 

There is a ferry boat service from the 
foot of North Market street, and for this 
reason traffic there is heavy. Only the 
ringing of a locomotive bell or a few 
short toots of the whistle are relied 
upon to give warning that a train is ap- 
proaching. 

Just north of North Market street are 
extensive freight yards, into which cars 
are being switched day and night. 

Here is an added danger. There are 
no bumpers at the ends of these yard 
tracks, which extend almost to the side- 
walk line on the north side of North 
Market street. | 

Though a pedestrian or teamster might 
be on the watch for trains approaching 
on Second street, he would have no pro- 
tection from a car which might fail to 
stop at the end of the yard track and 
come bounding across the street. 

This very thing happened three weeks 
ago, when a-car’s momentum was such 
that it crashed into a saloon at the 
southeast corner of Second and North 
Market streets, wrecked the front of the 
building and did more damage to the in- 
terior than Carrie Nation could do with 
an army of hatchet wielders. It was 
just a lucky chance that no pedestrian 
or teamster happened to be passing at 
the time.

Coale’s letter has stirred up the Dem- 
ocratic hornet's nest and started the 
ied fight that has been long expect- 

N. P. L. Rosch, president of the 
Al Association, a new politi- 
cal organization, which is closely identi- 
fied with the antt-Hawes faction of the 
local Democracy, has fired a double- 
barreled broadside aimed at both Hawes 
and Coale. 

Anti-Hawes Fublication. 


‘Rosch has prepared for genera] dis- 
tribution throughout the State, and es- 
pecially at the Young Men’s Democratic 
Club banquet in Kansas City Monday 
night, to be addressed by Bryan, a four- 
page paper called ‘The Sirocco.”’ 

Three pages of the paper is devoted to 
cartoons and an attack on Hawes, while 
the Commoner’s president, on the fourth 
page, pays his respects to the Jefferson 
Club president in anything but soft and 
soothing words. 

One cartoon on the front page shows 
Hawes jabbing his fist through Bryan’s 
portrait and then trampling it under his 
feet.

MUNCIE, Ind.. March 28.—While the 
junior class of the Muncie High School 
was holding a class party at the home 
of Miss Norma Pattinger at night, they 
were attacked by members of the senior 


Class and a riot followed. which six 


policemen could not suppress, and which 
was brought to an end only when a riot 
call brought the entire force upon the 


scene. 

A dozen of the participants, including 
two young women, were severely in- 
jured and Jacob Merz, father of one of 
the juniors, was roughly handled when 
he went to the rescue of his son. After 
the seniors had been dispersed and the 
police had retired the juniors started 
after the seniors and several of them 
were found together and attacked. 

Miss Jessie Stylers, a senior, wads cap- 
tured and tied to a tree, where she re- 
mained several hours almost exhausted, 
until found by a searching party. Two 
other girls and several boys were taken 
to the Pattinger home, where their 
faces, necks, hands and arms were 
painted red with house paint. 

While this was going on in the parlor 
the seniors returned to the house, ob- 
tained ladders, and, mounting to the 
second-story windows, entered the house 
and stole all the wraps of the juniors.

No date has yet been fixed for the 
beginning of work on the new Centrai 
Public Library on the old Exposition 


Building site. 
President F. W. Lehmann of the Li- 


brar: Board said Friday that bids had 
net yet been asked from contractors 
for the construction of the million-dol- 
lar structure. 

He added that bids would not be ad- 
vertised until such time as L. Cass Gil- 
bert of New York, the architect, has 
completed his working drawings. 

“I saw Mr. Gilbert in New York re- 
cently,’”’ Mr. Lehmann said, ‘‘and he wa 
working as fast as possible to complete 
the plans. But he‘fixed no date upon 
which he would positively have them 
ready. The Library Board can do noth- 
ing towards letting a contract until Mr. 
Gilbert finishes his plans.”’ 

Contract to Be Let Soon. 

Mr. Lehmann was asked if the work 
on the library would probably be de- 
layed until fall or late summer. He 
replied that it would begin before that 
and that the contract would probably 
be let during the spring. 

W. K. Bixby, member of the Library 
Board’s Building Committee, agrees 
with Mr. Lehmann that the board can- 
not let the contract to build-the library 
until such time as Mr. Giioert is ready 
with his completed plans. 

‘I don’t know. how soon that will be, 
he said. ““You know how architects are. 
You can’t hurry them.”’ 

The new library building will occupy 
only the central portion of the block 
bounded by Olive, St. Charles Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth street. It is 
proposed to convert the rest of the 
block into a park. 

Sunken Garden Suggested. 

In this connection a sunken garden 
effect has been suggested as an effect- 
ive landscape treatment of the north 
end of the block. The ground there is 
below the street grade. There is no 
sunken garden in any of the St. Louis 
parks, but St. Louisans recall that they 
were an attractive feature of the 
World’s Fair landscape. 

It is urged in favor of the sunken gar- 
den that it would give spectators a bet. 
ter view of ‘“‘carpet’’ flower beds anid 
smoothly kept lawns. 

President Lehmann says the sunken 
garden project has been discussed only 
informally by members of the Library 
Board, and that the approval of Park 
Commissioner Scanlan will be necessary 
before the idea can be carried out.

Officers of the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety of which Dr. Charles J. Orr was 
treasurer for several years, will act as 
pallbearers at his funeral Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock from his late residence, 
4519 Westminster place. The services 
will be conducted by Dr. S. J. Niccolls 
of the Second Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. Orr died at 1 a. m. Saturday. 
had been ill for two months. 

The illness began with a severe cold 
and pneumonia developed with tubercu- 
lar symptoms. 

He left a widow, formerly Miss Mary 
Caldwell of Kansas City, and two small 
children. His father, Judge William 
Campbell Orr, 8 years old, lives in 
Marshall, Mo. His brother, Isaac H. 
Orr, is secretary of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. 

Dr. Orr was born 4 years ago in 
Louisiana, Pike County. He took his 
medical course in the St. Louis Medical 
College, now a department of Wash- 
ington University, and was for several 
years in charge of the college dispen- 
sary.

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THE POWER THAT CAME TO LIFE. 

Republicans as well as Democrats are falling 
into serious error in discussing the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the railway rate cases. 

There has been no straining of the law in this 
matter. There has been no new expression of 
centralization. There has been no invasion of 
the rights of the states. The national govern- 
ment has done no more than claim its own. In 
this, as in all things, the Supreme Court is the 
voice of the Constitution of the United States. 

In that instrument power is conferred upon 
the national government specifically and by im- 
plication. Not all of the specific powers have as 
yet been called into use. Though dormant, they 
still live. 

No more direct grant of power was ever made 
than that which gives Congress full control of 
commerce between the states. It is in the same 
sentence and in the same terms as the grant of 
power to Congress to regulate foreign commerce, 
which no one questions. 

For many years no extensive use of this power 
was made by Congress, but it was always at its 
hand to be employed at its will. During this 
period of inaction at Washington the various 
states, pursuing the policy of regulating trans- 
portation within their borders, acted also in 
hany ways upon the subject of interstate com- 
nerce. When Congress, moving at last with 
ever-increasing energy under its own well-defined 
powers, assumed the jurisdiction properly belong- 
ing to it, it was inevitable that the states should 
withdraw or be forced from a sphere in which 
they had no paramount authority. 

In Missouri,-as well as in other states, where 
far-reaching rajlroad legislation has been at- 
tempted, a disposition has been shown not only 
to invade the field long ago occupied by the na- 
tion under its legitimate powers, but by various 
pains and penalties to deter citizens from ex- 
ercising their right to appeal to the national 
courts. 

Both of these contentions on the part of the 
siafes are fatal to their cause, for they plainly 
show that their motive is aggression and usurpa- 
tion. The nation forfeited no power by non- 
use. The states gained no power by use which 
the nation, claiming its own at last, could not 
properly take away from them. 

With the commerce clause caled into full force, 
it is evident that so far as efficient regulation 
of most of the railways is concerned, the people 
must look to Washington and not to the 46 State 
capitals. Power and responsibility go hand in 
hand. The national government has the power. 
It must assume the responsibility. It -cannot 
distribute that power among the states without 
inviting chaos. It must and it will exert its 
sovereignty in the matter of transportation as 
it has done in the case of the mails and the cur- 
rency. A national power that long slept is now 
awake and in action and it cannot be resisted. 

It would be a difficult matter to say how many 
powers clearly conferred upon Congress lie dor- 
mant even now, but there are several of import- 
ance. One of them is that which gives the na- 
tional legislature authority to pass upon. the 
“disability” of the President and Vice-President 
and to provide for the succession. Impeachment 
is provided for and death is provided for, but 
the books are blank where disability might be 
provided for. The time will come, no doubt, 
when Congress will assert this power, after long 
disuse, just as it did its power over commerce 
between the states. 

In an affair of so much importance as inter- 
state transportation, involving the rights, pros- 
perity and convenience of the whole people, it 
is of the first importance that there shall be 
no vain contention as to State and national pow- 
ers. There are possibilities enough in that 
direction in the many instances where the funda- 
mental law is obscure or silent. As to com- 
merce, it is absolutely without equivocation. 

For these and other reasons that might be given 
the Post-Dispatch regrets to find men like Gov. 
Folk, Democrat, and Attorney-General Hadley, 
Republican, both eminently devoted to public 
service, disposed to complicate the issue with 
State rights doctrines, which are not properly in- 
volved. 

If we are to have efficient railway regulation, 
going to the very root of all the abuses from 
which the people have long suffered, it must pro- 
ceed from the one source where comprehensive 
authority resides and in whic> there is power 
equal to the task. 

The State of Missouri has been among the 
leaders in exposing wrongdoing and in attacking 
it. Admonished now that in some respects it has 
moved in the wrong way, it should be among 
the first to recognize the right way and to assist 
cthers to find it.

THAT EXTRA INCH. |

a falacious assumption, namely, that 
the area of the reconstructed figure can 
be determined by the simple process of 
multiplying the numbers representing 
the length of the two sides. Primarily, 
the figuro is not a perfect rectangle. but 
a collection of triangles and 
trapezolds, the sum of whose 
areas is but 64 square inches. 
Proceed thus: The lesser angle at the 
fuse of the small triangle, whose base 
ts 3 inches, is more acute than the lesser 
angle of the trapezoid. whose base is 5 
inches. The dotted fine which forms 
these two angles, is extended in theory 
to form the hypothenuse of the large 
triangle, 5x8 inches; it is not, how- 
ever, a straight line, and the large fig- 
wre is a trapezoid in reality, and not a 
triangle. Observe, that proceeding from 
my conclusion, that the two angles are 
of different degree, the diagonal line to 
which I refer necessarily changes its di- 
rection after passing the ‘ntersection 
“3,"" and the figure. of course, has four 
sides instead of three. The two iarge ir- 
regular figures, 5x8 inches, cannot, 
therefore, be properly joined at the 
dotted line.

DWARD H. HARRIMAN has authorized the contribution of $30,000 to 
E exterminate rats in San Francisco. The money does not come out of 
his own pocket, since it is charged to the Southern Pacific Ratlroad Co., 
but it none the less proves that Mr. Harriman is convinced of the desirability 
of killing rats. 

The particular reason why it is sought at this time to kill the rats in 
San Francisco is that the bubonic plague has broken out there, and the 
scientists report that the plague germs are disseminated by rats. 

Rats are costly animals. The United States Government has been inves- 
tigating how to exterminate rats, and advises the use of garium carbonate as a 
poison. Also the use of traps and the inoculation of rats with rat  dis- 
eases. 

The trouble with poisons and traps for rats is that the old rats, when 
they see something new, send little rats to experiment with it, and if the 
little rats die or get caught in a trap the old rats keep away. Since they 
breed rapidly, the supply of little rats for experimental purposes is large. 

The bubonic plague which has appeared in San Francisco is not an Amer- 
ican, but an Asiatic disease, brought to California by the rats in ships. 
The rats get the germs through living in plague-stricken houses and they 
speedily infect every place where they g9. 

Flies*cause more deaths from disease than rats. During the Spanish war 
flies killed more soldiers than Spanishh bullets. The typhoid fever which 
broke out at so many of the camps was spread by the flies which came from 
fever hospitals. Typhoid is communicated only by the germs being taken intvu 
the mouth, and the flies, by walking on the soldiers’ food, would multiply one 
case by hundreds. 

Without flies typhoid fever would be practically confined to people who 
drink polluted water. 

Mosquitoes are responsible for yellow fever and malaria. The reason there 
is no yellow fever @xcept in warm countries is that frost kills the yellow fever 
mosquitoes. If a man bitten by a yellow fever mosquito were to come to St. 
Louis, he might develop a case of yellow fever here, but the disease would not 
spread, because there are no mosquitoes of that particular brand in this lati- 
tude. 

Malaria is another mosquito-bred disease. It extends further north than 
yellow fever, because the malaria mosquitoes can live and breeu at a lower 
temperature than the yellow fever mosquitoes. Both diseases are conveyed in 
the same way, by & mosquito biting a sick person and then infecting a well 
person. The killing of mosquitoes will drive malaria out of any néighborhood,

LINEN MADE IN AMERICA. 
From ‘‘The World Today.’’ 
A Massachusetts inventor has perfect- 


ed a process of transforming flax straw 
into fiber that promises to add millions 
to the revenue of the American farmer, 
and to make possible for the first time 
the manufacture of linen fiber in the 
United States. 

By the laborious process followed 
abroad, it takes from sixteen to thirty 
weeks to transform flax straw into 
linen. There is first the “retting,’’ 
which, in Belgium, is done by weighting 
down the flax straw in pools of water 
exposed to the sun, until the wood or 
“shive’ is rotted away from the fiber. 
Then comes the “scutching” or beating 
of the dried straw. After this it is 
‘“hackled” by pulling the straw through 
the coarse teeth of combs for the pur- 
pose of removing snaris and tangles. 
The softening and bleaching processes 
number 25 after all this has been done, 
before the finished linen fabric is ready 
for market. Now comes Benjamin C. 
Mudge of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology with a combined me- 
chanical and chemical process that 
makes linen out of straw in 12 hours. 
In place of the European method, which 
consists very largely of leaving the 
natural rotting process to accomplish 
the disintegration of straw, Mr. Mudge 
goes at this work by machinery until 
the raw flax fiber has been wrested 
from the flax stalk. Then the chemical 
process begins and I can testify from 
observation that, using three or four 
chemical baths, Mr. Mudge first degums, 
then bleaches, softens, and, in the end, 
makes a glossy, white and exceedingly 
tough fiber out of what in the begin- 
ning looked like a mass of tangled horse- 
hair. 

The European method yields about 170 

pounda of fiber from 1000 pounds of} 
straw and sacrifices the seed crop. The
